10 days after licence is issued, 

2. Within a month from the issue of an Import Licence 
the Iron and Steel Controller will take a decision as to 
what quantity should be reserved for release by him or 
his Regional offices as the case may be. The freezing 
orders will be issued only for the tonnage likely to be 
released by the Iron and Steel Control. 

3. For the balance, the importers may dispose of the 
yiaterials to quota-holders or indentors as the case may be 
lepending on the nature of the category including Govt. 
Deptts. either against quota certificates or against out- 
ftanding orders. For such sales, however, the importers 
will have to submit a monthly return to the Iron and 
Steel Control and the Regional Office concerned together 
with the Quota certificates and the ‘No Objection Certifi- 
cates' which the importers should get from their custo- 
mers.
